Form Permanent Organization. 


The congress was opened by Governor 
Smith in a*speech in wich he spoke ot 
Georgia's activity in behalf of good 
roads and how she hoped to secure the 
exttension of roads through the rural 
communities by means of convict labor. 
He urged that politics be laid aside in 
the effort to make the good roads cru- 
sade effective. He sakd the best results 
could not be obtained if local factions 
refused to yield something for the g00¢ 
ef the cosnmunity. 

At the conclusion of the governors 

speech he was nominated by Judge Eve 
as permanent president of the congress, 
He was elected. General Clifford L. An- 
derson was nominated and elected vice 
president. J. A. Ross, of North Caro- 
lina, wes named second vice president, 
and H. A. Alexander, of Atlanta, elect- 
ed secretary. . 
- General Anderson, in discussing the 
construction of macadam roads by con- 
vict labor, told of tne aggressive cam- 
paign waged in Fulton county for good 
roads and how the maxy miles of splen- 
didly paved highways had been secuyed. 
He gave in deta{l statistics as to cost 
in labor and materials, method of con- 
struction and length of life of the 
roads, 

Judge W. F. Bve, president of fhe 
Georgia Association of Public Road Of- 
ficials, gave the delegates the benefit 
of his experience of many years as a 
road oconetructor. He spoke of the dif- 
ferent types of paved roads, the me- 
chanical difficulties which must bé met 
and overcome and the foundations which 
would be needed for different kinds of 
paving materials.

Treasurer Treat. 


Washington, December 3.—Ciharies H. 
Treat, treasurer of the United States, 
in his annifal report, cells attention to 
the fact that owing to the disturbec 
rélaiions between the income and out- 
zo of the government there was a de- 
ficlency last year of $68,070,201, as 
against surplus for the preceding year 
‘of $84,286,586, and points out that the 
total revenues for !906 exceeded any 
preceding fiscal year except 1907. Treas- 
urer Treat points out that thus it Is 
apparent that the trovtde is not in de- 
creasing receipts, but in increasing ex- 
penditures, which sttuation the treasury 
was able to meet with the excess of 
revenues which had accumulated dur- 
ing the previous vears, 

The general stock of money in the 
country at the close of the last fiscal 
year was $3,378,764,020, an increase of 
$263,203,013, as compared with that of 
& year ago. The money in circulation 
for the past eleven years hes steadily 
increased: the growth per capita ad- 
vanced from $22.87 in !897 to $34.72 in 
1908. There were 266,306,572 pieces of 
United States paper currency in = cir- 
culation October |, although the paper 
circulation issued directly by the gov- 
erminent in better condition than for 
Many vears past. 

The report suggests that for sanitary 
reasons the government should provide 
for the transportation of its paper issues 
to the treasury for redemption.

Mr. Maddox,’ of course, would have been overwhelmingly elected had the 
entire registered negro vote been eliminated; many of them did not vote, 
and its complete absence would not, materially have affected his majority. 

This fact itself makes the action of these good citizens among the ne- 
groes the more commendable and praiseworthy. They had nothing to gain 
or lose except as they might have gained or lost through the triumph or de- 
feat of good government. 

They chose voluntarily to align themselves with law and order for the 
general good of the community. 

Their action. will strengthen them in the public esteem.

| it seems to us that Mr. Drake’s position, in denying to the producer the 
(same right and privileges which are extended to the manufacturer, fs the 
unjust one. 

Nor can we believe that Mr. Drake’s position is the one assumed by 
the majority of the tankers of the south. Too many of them have given 
substantial evidence of the opposite view in affording every possible reason- 
able assistance to their customers among producers in marketing their crops 
at fair and living prices. ® 

The farmer is just as much entitled to reasonable aid in financing his 
crop as is the 1 nufacturer, the miner or the lumberman in fortifying him- 
self against an uniavorable market.

Formal Dedication of the Govern- 
ment Testing Station at 
Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg. Pa., December 3.—Coal 
operators, mine owners, engineers, prac- 
tica] miners, scientists and nationa] and 
state officials, all here for the meeting 
of the American Mining congress, this 
afternoon participated in tae formal 
| dedication of the federal government's 
laboratory and testing station recently 
established itn this city. A series of 
tests in an artificial mine, in which con- 
ditions of reali mines are reproduced 80 
far as possible, showing the _ results 
various explosives and from s0- 
called safety agencies, was the most 
interesting feature of the ceremony. 
Secretary of the Interior James 

Garfield officiated. 

There were also addresses by John 
Mitchell, former nead of the miners’ or- 
ganization, and by operators and others, 
all commending the purposes and 
achievements of the testing station. 

The first test was with safety pow- 
der, fire clay and bituminous coal] dust, 
the latter placed on shelves represent- 
ing ledges in real mines, The powder 
was ignited for the blast and did not 
explode the dust. 

There was a terrific explosion during 
the fourth test. when |.! pounds of 
biack powder and 20 pounds of road 
dust (actual mine dust) was used, The 
recoil was strong and the flames Cov 
ered the full length of the artificial 
mine. The test proved the combination 
to be exceedingly dangerous, 

At this point experts of the station | 
appeared wearing the Draeger oxygen 
apparatus, including metal and glass 
hoods. chemical chamber and air bag, 
designed to render breatning normal or 
nearly so. while the operator is sur- 
rounded by the most deadly gas and 
vapors. The men hurried into the gal- 
Jery still filled with the fumes of the 
explosion and apparently were not af- 
fected by any of the gases. The de- 
vice is designed particularly for rescue 
work. and was used with good results 
at Marianna.
